A home buyer wanting a horse- 
shoe shaped driveway will not have 
his wish, unless he upgrades the 
septic system of his new home. 

Mike Caples and builder Peter 
Pellerin appeared before the Wil- 
mington Board of Health Monday 
evening seeking the health direc 
tor's approval on an occupancy 
permit for a house on Parker 
Street. 

Pellerin had submitted plans for 
the lot indicating a straight drive. 
way on the -left, with the septic 
system on the right. After the plans 
were approved, Caples requested 
that a horseshoe drive be built. Pel 
lerin built it, with part of the 
drivway going above the septic 
system, 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
then refused to sign the occupancy 
permit, because it was not designed 
to Title V specifications for with 
standing vehicular traffic, He had 
initially approved the system, 
before it was backfilled, on the 
assumption that it would be under a 
lawn 

Pellerin asked if a waiver could 
be made, if he and the buyer signed 


an agreement releasing the town 
from any responsibility. Pellerin 
said he would repair the system if a 
problem ever developed. 

Erickson and Chairman Jim Fico- 
ciello refused, saying that they 
were concerned about subsequent 
owners. What if someone drove a 
cement truck over the pipes? 

Caples was quite anxious to settle 
the matter, as he needed an occu- 
pancy permit in order to close on 
his mortgage. If the mortgage was 
not signed by Friday, he would lose 
his interest rate. 


Pellerin agreed to remove the 
pavement from the area over the 
septic system. In that the + « 
could not be carried out in the time 
necessary to secure the occupancy 
permit in time for the closing, he 
and Caples agreed to provide the 
board with a letter of agreement to 
remove the pavement 

Caples indicated that he would 
probably have the septic system 
upgraded to allow the driveway to 
be reinstalled, once the property 
was transferred. Until then, he will 
have less than half a horseshoe.

Forest Terrace decision promised 


by Bill Conlon 

The future of a house in front of 
the Forest Terrace office condo 
project in Tewksbury remains un 
decided, but a firm decision was 
promised to the Planning Board at 
the group's meeting on October 13. 

Yet another continuation of an 
earlier public hearing was held 
Monday night on the controversial 
project, which was found to be in 
violation of the zoning by-laws. 

The violations first came to light 
when Planning Director Charles 
Frederiksen compared the project's 

as-built” plans with those okayed 
by the board, and discovered that 
the building had been constructed 
some 50 feet longer than approved. 

Other possible violations include 
incorrect drainage on the parcel, 
assorted wetlands violations and a 
shortage of parking spaces 


The Monday night continuation, 
the third time the project has come 
up for discussion by the planning 
board, ended with only a promise 
of a future decision, 

Attorney Jack Carragher of 
Chelmsford, speaking for the 
developers of the property, told the 
board that the future of the house at 
the front of the lot remains unclear 
The board called for destruction or 
removal of the house at an earlier 
meeting, but no action has yet been 
taken. 

According to plans presented by 
designer Richard Cuoco, a second 
parking lot is planned for the lot to 
provide the additional spaces. But 
the plans showed the new parking 
lot as being too close to the lot line 
of the parcel containing the house, 
which is owned by developer Dick 
Sughrue. The Forest Terrace 


State official 
cautions developers 


In an unprecedented move, 
Joseph Flatley, Assistant Secretary 
of the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD) ly sent a letter to 
developers on the controversial 
Chapter 774 | 

In the letter, Flatley said while 
many developers “are acting in 
good faith with communities in 
using Chap.774 to increase the 
supply of affordable housing in the 
state," others are using the 
comprehensive permit “in a man 
ner that suggests that communities 
have little to say about the review 
of proposed housing projects, and 
that the state will perfunctorily 
grant a permit if the community 
does not.” This, he suggested, was 
an erroneous perception. In fact, he 
added, EOCD "expects to support 
local resolution of issues wherever 
feasible. 

Flatley enclosed a second letter he 
had sent to local officials August 19 
to clarify the comprehensive 
permit process. In that letter,

family homes are wanted here.

1 was talking to a man waiting for the morning train the 
other day, when he was quick to start chatting about the 
hustle and bustle of the summer just ended. As that is not 
the traditional descriptive for summer time in the small 
towns of Massachusetts, | asked him exactly what ‘hustle 
and bustle’ he was talking about. "Why, Chapter 774", he 
insisted. "What else!" 

It is that sentiment that best describes the political and 
social agenda which has occupied the time and energies of a 
number of local officials and neighborhood groups for the 
past many months. Chapter 774, like it or not, is big news 
in the Merrimack Valley and beyond. And since many 
people associate parts of the law with Governor Dukakis, 
one can't help but wonder what affects the furor over 774 
might have on the Dukakis for President campaign. 
Dukakis will appear on the democratic primary ballot here 
in Massachusetts in less than six months, and so we 
questioned some of the neighborhood groups as to how 774 
has affected their political support of the governor, as he 
makes his bid for the presidency 

Linda DiProfio lives in North Billerica, and is a member 
of the North Billerica Citizen Action Committee. 
DiProfio and her neighbors have spent the past summer 
fighting a proposal by developer Robert Ahern to build 80 
townhouse condos on what DiProfio describes as “land 
with drainage problems” 

Linda was quick to explain that she does not consider 
Chapter 774 a bad law, and that she and her neighbors 
agree that there is a need for affordable housing. 
However, the North Billerica resident was quick to lay 
blame at Dukakis’ feet for a new program making 774 
more attractive to developers. This program is known as 
the Homeownership Opportunity Program (HOP). It is 
through this program that developers are given subsidized 
mortgages for construction purposes, The primary 
condition for receiving HOP monies is that a developer set 
aside a certain percentage of units for affordable housing 

According to DiProfio, very little thought was given to 
HOP before it was enacted, and she expressed strong 
feelings asto why the governor does not spend the time to 
resolve the growing controversy, adding, "He seems to be 
speaking his piece in all the states except Massachusetts.” 
And when asked how her feelings on the issue have 
affected her support of Dukakis, DiProfio responded, “I 
think in March he's do for a little bit of a surprise more 
voices will be heard as the primary gets closer." 

Dudley Chapman is another member of the North 
Billerica citizens’ group, and echoed the sentiments of 
DiProfio by saying, "I connect him [Dukakis] with 774 
because it is the most frequent vehicle of HOP. . . I think I 
will not vote for him because of this. 

Meanwhile, in Wilmington there are some who have 
attempted to bring their feelings on Dukakis to the 
attention of the national media. Sandy Volpe lives on Reed 
Street, which is slated for the largest condominium 
development in the state. Volpe sent letters recently to 
major newspapers throughout the U.S. on Chapter 774 and 
the governor. She eventually received responses from the 
Des Moines Register and the Manchester Union Leader, 
though her letters to Dukakis have continually gone 
unanswered, even when sent certified mail. What's more, 
with the help of Dan Gillis, Reed Street neighbors are even 
attempting to get coverage from the CBS news magazine 
‘60 Minutes’ on the 774 controversy in Massachusetts. 
They say that you never know when Mike Wallace will 
show up at your door. 

Still, there are others who believe that there isn’t any 
significant connection being made between Dukakis and 
774, on the part of the public. Peter Downing is Chairman 
of the Tewksbury Board of Appeals, which has seen its fair 
share of development proposals to say the least. When 
asked if local controversies on 774 developments was 
hurting the governor's reputation, Downing said, "I don't 
think it should have an adverse affect, because the law was 
enacted 20 years ago”. 

In the end, you can neither blame nor thank Mike 
Dukakis for Chapter 774, as it became law long before he 
sat in the governor's chair. But consistently, people 
involved in fighting condo projects cited the 
Homeownership Opportunity Program, ‘sponsored by 
Dukakis, and that it greatly enhanced the law. Were it not 
for HOP, there would be far less developments being 
proposed right now, without a doubt So come March 
1988, its probably inevitable that the Duke will win his 
home state. For some reason it's just a little difficult to 
picture the Bay State going all out for someone like 
Senator Paul Simon. 

But it might still be interesting to see how many 
Massachusetts voters stay home on primary day come 
March. 


Constitution anniversary

Bells will peal across America on Thursday afternoon to celebrate 
the 200th anniversary of the United States Constitution. 

What happened in Tewksbury and Wilmington relative to the 
adoption of the Constitution? 

Frankly, as far as is known, nothing. ™" 

Capt. (later Colonel) Johnathan Brown was the Tewksbury 
representative to the Great and General Court (state legislature). 
Capt. John Harnden had been the Wilmington representative, but 
200 years ago it is to be believed his brother, Major Joshua (later 
colonel) was the representative. 

As far as can be determined neither Jonathan Brown nor Joshua 
Harnden took any active position in the adoption of the state 
(Massachusetts) constitution, an event that occurred 10 years 
earlier, It will be remembered that some state officials, Adams, etc., 
wanted a Bill of Rights in the Massachusetts Constitution, 

John Harnden joined with that group, according to the tale that has 
been told, and was one of the representatives who refused to vote 
for the Constitution until suitable safeguards were in it 

That Bill of Rights concept was also a part of the making of the 
United States Constitution, the first 10 amendments. 

Massachusetts was not the only state to ask for a Bill of Rights 
The same idea prevailed in several others, and Virginia's Thomas 
Jefferson was in this, an active man. 

But locally, it may be said that the position of John Harnden 
toward a Bill of Rights (or similar language) came from his 
conversations with the Rev. Isaac Morrill, pastor of the Wilmington 
church. 

The Rev. Mr. Morrill, over the years, was a teacher in political 
thinking, to his congregation. He was one of the best regarded 
clergymen in Massachusetts. A graduate of Harvard College, he had 
without doubt studied the French philosophers, then in vogue at that 
college. 

Wilmington and Tewksbury did not do anything, in a direct way, 
toward the adoption of a Bill of Rights in the U.S. Constitution, but 
there were people who understood the importance of those 
safeguards of the individual liberties.

Don Stewart and his cable crew will be on hand for the 
meeting, and this week Stewart said that with no timg limit, his 
crew will probably stay until the meeting is finished 

But there will be more to the meeting than just a discussion and 
vote on changing the Castle into an apartment complex. The 
Castle issue will be both intricate and controversial, but there 
will be other items on the agenda worth watching. Don't miss 
this program.

One item worth watching will be a request by Sue DeCarolis, 
who seeks a variance from one-acre zoning and minimum 
frontage by-laws for a lot on Carolina Road. This same parcel, 
measuring some 11,250 square fect, was sold by the Board of 
Selectmen at an "auction" on July 28 for only $1,800. While 
Selectman Jay Kelley asked to insure that all parcels sold during 
the auction were legally joined to their adjacent lots, no mention 
is made in the application for splitting it off.

Public hearings on two affordable 
housing projects were held before 
the Tewksbury Board of Appeals 
last week, with a total of 76 units 
coming under discussion. 

The two projects presented for 
public scrutiny were the Gettys- 
burg Commons development of 21 
units, to be located beside Roper 
Estates off Pleasant Street; and the 
55 unit Chandler Corners project at 
the intersection of Whipple Road 
and Chandler Street. 

Gettysburg Commons, according 
to developer Richard Sughrue, 
would contain 21 units of three 
bedrooms each, in three multi-unit 
buildings. The affordable housing 
project would be located on a 
parcel of just over three acres, with 
40 percent of the units (eight in all) 
designated as “affordable” under 
state law. Gettysburg Commons is 
planned to connect to town water 
and sewer lines. 

Some of the discussion by the 
appeals board centered around two 
homes near Pleasant Street, which 
Sughrue said were separated from 
the affordable housing parcel. The 
two homes were built in the 1800s, 
Sughrue said, and one acre was split 
off to hold the two private homes. 

The bulk of the discussion about 
the Pleasant Street proposal, how 
ever, revolved around the possible 
impact of the project on the John T 
Gale Greenhouse on nearby Hel 
vetia Street 


Hearings held on 
affordable housing 


Sughrue told the board that he 
hired ah astronomer to plot the 
movement of the shadow from the 
proposed building nearest the 
greenhouse, based upon the move- 
ment and declination of the winter 
sun, Sughrue said the building's 
shadow would ,not touch the 
greenhouse, but the residents at the 
meeting and the board members 
themselves did not seem convinced 

Other complaints involved the 
traffic on Pleasant Street and the 
general impact on the town of 
affordable housing projects. 

The second appeals board public 
hearing involved the Raymond 
Street project at the Whipple Road 
Chandler Street intersection, as 
brought by developer Armando 
DeCarolis. 

According to DeCarolis, the 
development is planned for 55 units 
in all, with 40 percent, or 22 units, 
subsidized by state funding under 
the affordable housing laws. 

DeCarolis said the project will 
involve six units per acre on the 9.2, 
buildable acres on the parcel, but 
none of the wetlands would be used 
in the density calculation. Town 
by-laws allow five percent of 
wetlands for calculating the density 
of multi-family projects 

Traffic at the nearby intersection 
“wouldn't be any problem at all," 
DeCarolis told the board. After 
more than a year working at the 
site, DeCarolis said he has little 
problem getting out of Raymond 
Street.

Selectmen lift 
deed restriction

Deed restrictions and the sale of 
town owned land have lately 
created problems for Wilmington 
selectmen, One such case continued 
from early August was carried 
over to Monday night's meeting. 

According to attorney Daniel 
Brown, who represents Patricia 
and Paul Buonopane of Faulkner 
Avenue, the Buonopanes purchased 
a parcel of town owned land in 
1980 to protect their own property 
The parcel abuts their land and was 
valued by the assessor at $5,000, As 
is the policy of the board of 
selectmen in selling town owned 
land, a deed restriction was placed 
on the town parcel tying it to 
Bounopane's original lot so. it 
couldn't be subdivided at a later 
date. 

Developer David Newhouse, who 
also abuts the property, had 
approached the board in 1980 but 
was not allowed to buy the lot 
because he did not own a house on 
adjoining property 

Confusion arose 
Buonopanes recently 
parcel plus some extra land to 
Newhouse so he could have a legal 
lot to build a home. They agreed to 
the sale so that any development 
would be on a conforming lot. In 
selling the land, explained Brown, 
the Buonopanes weren't aware of 
the prohibition in subdividing the 
land, they didn't realize the scope 
of the restriction, and they never 
saw the deed before it was 
recorded, He added that both 
himself and the building inspector, 
who had issued a building permit

At the meeting, Brown lashed out 
at restrictions that place undue 
hardship on property owners and 
tie up owner's land. He claimed this 
wasn't the board’s intention in 
selling land to abutters. Brown also 
pointed out that it was his feeling a 
negative impression was generated 
at the last selectmen’s meeting that 
placed his clients in a position of 
doing something illegal or under 
handed 

“I don't think that's warranted,” 
he said, adding that "any blame or 
criticism belongs on others than 
Mr. and Mrs, Buonopane.” 

While most agreed a severe 
hardship was placed on the 
Buonopanes, Jim Stewart laid the 
blame on banks which issue 
mortgages on property with 
restrictions and on attorneys who 
fail to adequately research the title. 

"The board should not be placed 
in that position (of resolving title 
problems) time and time again,” he 
said. Later he said the easiest 
solution may be to avoid selling 
town owned land. 


The board voted unanimously to 
lift the restriction so Newhouse 
could have

Health Board takes requests 
for horse permits 


The Wilmington Board of Health 
tabled two horse permit requests on 
Monday night, 

Vincent and Elizabeth DiCle- 
mente of Faulkner Avenue asked 
for a permit to allow her to keep 
her horse in her yard, rather than at 
its present location in Maine 

Mrs. DiClemente said that the 
horse was old, and in need of care 
which she could not provide if it 
were in Maine. 

Chairman Dr. James Ficociello 
told the DiClementes that the 
permit could be granted, with 
conditions -- there would be abso- 
lutely no odor, and no complaints, 
and the permit would be valid only 
for the one specific horse. Once 
that horse died, it could not be 
renewed. 

Before the permit could be 
issued, the board would need letters 
from abuttors indicating they had 
no objections 

Bob Canning of Cook Avenue 
also was seeking a horse permit. In 
his case, the horse is already on the 
premises, 

Canning's lot is only 750 square 
feet, but he told the board that his 


Acarest abuttor is 1590 feet away. 
His land is surrounded by 8 acres of 
town-owned land. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said he had some problems with the 
application. Two buildings had 
been moved, and there needed to be 
a building permit for them. Also, 
there was building material buried 
on the property 

As for the lot being surrounded 
by town-owned land, he said there 
no guarantee that this land wouldn't 
be used for affordable housing 

Erickson also said that there had, 
in the past, been complaints of rats 
in the neighborhood. He had inves 
ted and found the nest, nowhere 
near Canning’s stable. 

The board told Canning that the 
debris would have to be removed 
and a building permit secured 
before a permit could be granted. 

Animal control officer Ellen 
Davis asked if the board could 
allow Canning to keep his horse 
there in the meantime, as there is no 
boarding facility available in the 
area. 

The board consented, and told 
Canning to come back in three

Ames was wounded, as an 
artillery lieutenant, at Bull Run. He 
was breveted to the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, at Malvern Hill a 
year later, for gallant and 
meritorious service. A few weeks 
later he was sent to Maine to take 
command of a regiment of 
infantry, just formed. 

That regiment became the 20th 
Maine, one of the most renowned 
of the Union Army in the Civil 
War. It won undying fame at the 
Battle of Gettysburg, for its stand 
on Little Round Top 

Ames did not command the 20th 
Maine then. He did command it 
earlier at the Battle of 
Fredericksburg, where the Union 
Army made charge after charge, in 
which the men were slaughtered, as 
were the British at Bunker Hill 
The regiment had witnessed five 
such charges before it got its own 
order to be led by Adelbert Ames 

Ames did not command the 20th 
at Gettysburg. He had by that time 
been promoted to Brigadier 
General, and was in the northwest 
corner of the battleground. 

He participated in many Civil 
War battles, the last of which was 
the capture of Fort Fisher, Jan. 15, 
1865. That fort protected Wilming 
ton, North Carolina, the last 
seaport of the Confederacy 

Fort Fisher faced the seacoast, 
and was an immense fortification, 
in many ways the strongest in 
America. 

Admiral D.D. Porter put a force 
of 2,000 sailors and marines 
ashore, “armed with cutlasses, well 
sharpened, and revolvers” to attack 
the seaward side. They were to 
"board the fort on the run in a 
seaman-like way.” 

General Ames commanded the

attack on the landward side. He had 
three brigades under his command, 
in a fight which lasted many hours. 

That capture shut off the last port 
for supplies for General Lee. Three 
months late Lee surrendered. 

Adelbert Ames, in that battle, was 
like Admiral Lord Nelson at the 
Battle of Trafalgar, 60 years 
earlier. He was dressed in a neat 
full dress uniform. He was a 
conspicuous man but no bullet hit 
him. Undoubtedly many of the 
Confederates tried, but no one did 
strike Ames. 

One of the youngest generals in 
the Civil War, he became the Last 
General of the Civil War, “straight 
as an afrow, and hale and hearty, 
even to his 97th year. 

Adelbert Ames built his home, 
which he called "The Hill,” in 
Tewksbury in 1905. It was on a 
prominent drumlin, a type of hill 
made by glaciers. The road to his 
home is called Catamount Road. 


That home today is called "The 
Castle.” 

Ames died in 1933, the last 
General of the Civil War, and

Anyway, the wildlife refuge idea 
was started first as a rumor, then 
made public, and work continues 
This week, in fact, a meeting was 
held at the Tewksbury Rod & Gun 
club to discuss placing conservation 
restrictions along the riverbank, to 
keep development from strangling 
the Shawsheen, 


Unfortunately, only one river 
front landowner showed up, out of 
the 28 expected, and he said that he 
was going to build on his land 
anyway and just wanted to find out 
if he'd have any trouble. He also 
didn’t want his name used in print 
“Fine, 

The Shawsheen in not your 
average river, with rocky or dirt 
banks. Instead, the main channel of 
the Shawsheen twists like a sleepy 
snake, with hundreds of feet of six- 


toot-tall weeds on either side. It's a 
relaxing canoe trip, but the weeds 
are so thick you couldn't anybody 
even 50 feet away. 

And this land is utterly useless to 
builders. ‘The Conservation Com- 
mission would never allow any 
building on the muddy weedbeds, 
making a wildlife refuge the only 
logical use for the wetlands 
Conservation restrictions already 
exist on some of the wetlands, but 
not enough is covered yet 

What S.W.E.A.T. is shooting for 
a permanent set of conservation 
trictions on the entire riverbank 
“corridor.” Fisheries & Wildlife 
Director Richard Cronin last year 
took a S.W.E.A.T.-guided cruise 
down the Shawsheen, and later 
spoke of setting up hiking trails and 
canoe paths similar to the way 
Europeans use their rivers 


Cronin also pointed out that the 
gtoup has lived up to its nickname, 
and rightly so, The S.W.E.A.T 
members expend a lot of real sweat 
in their periodic clean-up efforts 


along the Shawsh with another 
cleanup set for this Saturday, Sept 
19, at 7:30 a.m, Volunteers should

A very ee concert for Ike

WOBURN — Ike Roberts 
Played his saxophone like the 
master he is, making it laugh or 
cry with the mood of the music 
and the tempo of the song. And 
he played it from the heart, ina 
very special concert in Woburn, 
out of love for his daughter 
Elaine. 

Although he has played in 
many cities across the country, 
and with some of the biggest 
names in the business, Ike and 
the Aristocrats of Jazz tran- 
sformed the cafeteria of the 
New England Rehabilitation 
Hospital (NERH) into an in- 
timate jazz club, for an 
audience of wheelchair bound 
patients and their visitors. 

And watching from her chair 
was Ike’s daughter Elaine, 
recovering from a stroke she 
suffered this spring. Ike played 
to her, and for the rest of the 
patients he had come to know 
while visiting her in the 
hospital. It was an evening that 
brought happiness and pleasant 
memories for all who stopped in 
to hear Ike Roberts play. 

Providing back-up for last 
week's concert were the 
Aristocrats of Jazz, men who 
played with Ike in the jazz clubs

of New York, and with Count 
Basie and Duke Ellington, to 
name a few. They came to 
Woburn because Ike called, and 
the chance to play together 
another time for a worthy cause 
was too much to pass up. With 
Rodney Richardson on bass, 
“Struttin” Sam on drums, 
Ernest Trotman on piano, Tom 
Lindsey on trumpet, and’ Gary 
Funchion on back-up drums, the 
audience of about 100 people 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves 

Ike’s wife Edith watched her 
husband and daughter from her 
seat with tears welling in her 
eyes. It has been a tough year 
for the family and Elaine, and 
Edith had a hard time speaking 
about their tragedy 

“My daughter underwent 
surgery to repair her heart 
around Easter time," she said 
“While she was recovering 
from that, her eldest boy, 
Michael, was hit by’a car. He 
died the day after Mother's 
Day. Elaine had her stroke not 
too long after that 

“We're going to help her as 
much as we can,” Edith said, 
tears sometimes choking her 
words. “Everything is going to 
be all right, it just has to be.” 

Elaine was visiting a friend in 
Natick when she had the stroke, 
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and was sent to NERH from an 
acute care facility. She spent 
the last five weeks here, and 
during that time, she has come 
to terms with taking care of her 
body, and dealing with the 
death of her 20 year old son. 

“I'm feeling a lot better,” she 
said. “I've gained back some of 
the strength on my left side, and 
I'm getting better all the time."’ 

In addition to Ike and Edith, 
Elaine will have her 14 year old 
son Armah “Joe'’ Roberts to 
help her, and hopes to visit her 
17 year old daughter Cynthia at 
her college in North Carolina. 

During the sets, her father 
walked around to shake hands 
with all the patients, patting a 
back here, holding a hand there 
“I would have never come to 
this hospital if it hadn't been for 
Elaine. The staff here seems so 
nice, and we could tell they took 
good care of her, and for the 
concern they had during our 
family conferences (on the 
patient's progress),” he said 

“This is our way of saying 
thanks. This hospital has been 
great." 

While the band played 
patients tapped their hands and 

feet in time to the music. One 
man, a stroke victim, sat with 
his paralyzed right hand in his 


lap. But the left hand was 
twinkling an imaginary 
keyboard, running up and down 
the length of the table 

Ike gave them all the chance 
to forget about their various 
ailments, and remember 
dancing and smoky clubs and 
the good times that are pushed 
back into the memory. This was 
part of their therapuetic 
recreation, a chance to get out 
of their rooms and mingle with 
others, 

The songs ranged from a hot 
opening of “Hello, Dolly, 
“Nina Never Knew, “Ten 
derly,"’ “Satin Doll,” to “Sweet 
Lorraine,"’ ‘‘My Funny 
Valentine,” “C Jam Jump,” to 
“Sweet Georgia Brown," and 
“I've Got My Love to Keep Me 
Warm.” 

Through the concert, Elaine 
talked with her son, or chatted 
with patients she had come to 
know. Many visitors took the 
time to come up to her and to 
her father to thank them for the 


evening 
“You were just great, just 
great!" said one enthusiastic 
fan. Ike just smiled, said 
thanks, and swung his

The 
government of France became 
concerned over French 
Canadian settlers who were 
mingling with Indian 
mistresses. To put a halt to this, 
the government began sending 
prostitutes to the colony 

How times have changed! If

In “All the People Some of the 
Time,” it is revealed that 
Plymouth was not named by the 
Pilgrims in 1620 because the 
Mayflower had sailed from 
Plymouth, England, as most 
people believe.

capital of Latvia, students at- 
tended an organ concert in the 
Dom cathedral concert hall, 
and enjoyed a day at Jurmala, a 
beautiful resort area along the 
Baltic coast, where pine forests 
meet a wide beach of white 
sand 


Catholicism still plays an 
important role in the lives of 
many citizens of the Baltic 
republics. The Austin students 
were forced to stand in the 
aisles due to lack of pew space 
when they attended a Sunday 
morning Solemn Mass sung in 
Latin ina Rigachurch. Anight 
train from the Lithuanian 
capital of Vilnius brought the 
Austin Russian students to 
Moscow, where the tour began 


with a trip to Red Square to 
watch the Changing of the 
Guard at the Lenin Mausoleum. 

Later the group visited the 
Mausoleum itself, and the 
Kremlin wall which is the 
resting place of Joseph Stalin, 
Nikita Khrushchev, a series of 
more recent Soviet leaders, and 
Americans John Reed and Bill 
Hayward. The students found 
the inside of the Kremlin to be 
an impressive fortress con- 
taining three major cathedrals 
(now museums), and numerous 
Palaces, museums, and gar- 
dens, as well as the world's 
largest bell and largest cannon. 


The local students were 
impressed with the warmth and 
hospitality shown by the 


Russians they met in private 
situations. While Russians can 


be brusque and ill-mannered on 
crowded city streets, they show 
the opposite characteristics in 
their own homes. Several 
Austin students made friends 
with Russians they met while on 
the tour, and others visited old 
friends of their teacher. 


After leaving the Soviet Union 
the Austin group spent two 
weeks in England. While living 
in London's Bloomsbury area, 
they made trips by British Rail 
to Oxford, Cambridge, Windsor, 
and Brighton Beach. Some 
students visited relatives in 
Birmingham and Scotland 


One highlight of the stay in 
London was watching the Royal 
Procession from Buckingham 
Palace to Whitehall on the 
Queen's birthday. The first 


carriage in the procession 
carried the Queen Mother, the 
Princess of Wales, and Prince 
William. Queen Elizabeth rode 
alone in the second carriage, 
with Prince Charles and the 
Duke of Edinburgh following on 
horseback. Riding in the royal 
Daimlers were Princess Anne 
and the Duke and Duchess of 
York,

A free visual screening clinic 
for Pediatrics and Glaucoma 
will be held on Sunday, Sept. 20 
at the Tewksbury United 
Methodist Church on the corner 
of South and Main streets. 

Children aged newborn 
through adolescence will be 
seen from 1:30 to 3:30 p.m. by 
Dr. Deborah Zuckerman, a 
pediatric ophthalmology 
specialist from Wilmington 
Regional Eye Associates. 

Many eye disorders develop 
during childhood. Included in 
the common pediatric eye 
problems are Strabismus, or 
misalignment of the eyes; 
Amblyopia, commonly referred 
to as “lazy eye”; and un. 
corrected refractive errors. 
Many children have sub- 
normal vision in one or both 
eyes which is never recognized 
until an older age. Children can 
hide poor vision and act nor- 
mally. If poor vision is not 
Corrected at an early age a lazy 
eye can develop. This condition 
is very common affecting ap- 
proximately 4 out of 100 people. 
Amblyopia must be discovered 
early to achieve a good out- 


come. It is recommended that 
all children be checked by their 
pediatrician, family doctor or 
ophthalmologist before age 3. 
Amblyopia is not painful and 
has few noticeable symptoms. 
It can only be detected by 
checking vision. Early detec- 
tion and prompt treatment by 
an ophthalmologist when 
coupled with the parent's help is 
the best combination for 
overcoming amblyopia 

The latter portion of the clinic 
will be conducted by Dr. David 
Gendelman, also an 
ophthalmologist from 
Wilmington Regional Eye 
Associates. He will be 
examining adults for glaucoma 
from 3:30 to 5:30 p.m. at the 
same location. 

Glaucoma is one of the 
leading causes of blindness in 
the United States and two of 
every hundred persons over age 
35 risk loss of vision from 
glaucoma. Early diagnosis 
almost always prevents blind- 
ness from glaucoma 

Everything we see is relayed 
from our eye over delicate 
living cable called the optic 


nerve. Glaucoma or dangerous 
Pressure in the eye destroys the 
optic nerve but in a very 

way. Blind spots slowly 
develop, usually not in the 
center of a person’s vision but 
off to the side in hard to detect 
small areas. People rarely 
notice these early losses and 
many times it requires a doc- 
tor’s examination with special 
techniques to locate these blind 


spots 

The advances in medicine for 
treating glaucoma, as well as 
the newer techniques of laser 
surgery have not tamed 
glaucoma, but they can control 
glaucoma in most cases. This is 
provided the individual is 
discovered early in the onset of 
disease. The key to discovery is 
regular eye examinations which 
will detect changes in the optic 
nerve, side vision and eye 
pressure. It is your respon- 
sibility to take care of yourself, 
only you can prevent blindness. 

At the time of the screening, 
the following will be done 

1. A_ vision test will be 
provided. This is a test of 
acuity, no prescriptions will be

2. Examination of the optic 
disc will be performed. This is 
done with a hand-held in- 
strument and is a painless 
procedure.

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The battle for electricity 
appears to be never ending 


By WILLIAM PACINO 


The future bodes well for 
individuals who can supply 
their own electricity 

Look around you. In the 
former marshlands, there are 
new housing subdivisions. What 
‘was once an empty lot is now a 
mini- or mighty-mall. New 
residential and industrial 
buildings, bigger than what 
preceded them, are added daily 
to the landscape of most New 
England towns and cities. 

NEWS ITEM: Canada's 
National Energy Board 
recently overturned Hydro- 
Quebec's contract to sell large 
amounts of hydro-electric 
energy, that could not be in- 
terrupted, to New England 
Power Pool, a consortium of 93 
New England utilities. A major 
factor in overturning the con- 
tract was the objections of other 
Canadian provinces that the 
price of electricity, which was 
to be 80 percent of the price of 
power generated from fossil 


fuels — oil, gas, and coal — was 
too low. U.S. imports of 
Canadian electricity have 
mushroomed over the past 
decade, growing from 525 
million kilowatt hours in 1976 to 
12.7 billion kilowatt hours in 
1986. (Wall St. Journal, June 19, 
1987). 

NEWS ITEM: New England's 
demand for electricity has 
grown rapidly in recent years, 
largely as a result of the 
region's healthy economy 
Supply has not kept pace. 
Utilities in New England have 
warned that there could be 
brownouts over the next few 
years during hot summer days. 
(Boston Globe, June 19, 1987) 

Argument No. 1: The demand 
for electricity from an 
evergrowing New England 
Population has reached a 
critical level, where large 
electricity utility companies 
can no longer satisfy the 
demand. Disrupted lives and 
unnecessary hardships will 
result when the electricity is not

Argument No. 2: Massive, 
centralized power plants — be 
they coal, oil or nuclear — are 
not welcome in any city or town 
in the six-state area (also 
known as the NOT IN MY 
BACKYARD syndrome) 

Argument No. 3: Adding 
electrical capacity in smaller 
units — to the point of placing 
solar collectors on individual 
houses — is a way to produce 
electricity in the amounts that 
match the growth of the 
population. Hydro, wind, solar 
and other renewable resources 
may not be economical right 
now, but they are safe and their 
use can be spread throughout 
New England. Electrcity 
collected in this manner could 
be sold to electrical utilities 
through the present electrical 
grid system 
DISCUSSION 

Argument No. 1 brings ac. 
cusations from Massachusetts 
Attorney General James 
Shannon and Massachusetts 
Secretary of Energy Resources 
Sharon Pollard that the utilities 
are manufacturing an energy 
crisis to win approval for the 
Seabrook nuclear power 
Station. The utilities counter 
with prospects of rolling, or 
politically-mandated blackouts 
in five years 

Argument No. 2 brings to 
light: (1) the 18-month shut 
down of Pilgrim 1 nuclear 
power plant in Plymouth 
because of mechanical and 
management problems and a 
resistance to reopen it; (2) a 
Spring 1987 referendum in 
Maine voted favorably for the 
closing of Maine Yankee 
nuclear plant in Wiscasset, 
Maine; and, (3) the on-going 
licensing difficulties related to 
accident fears and evacuation 
plans at the Seabrook, N.H 
nuclear plant and financial 
problems the Public Service of 
N.H. utility faces with that 
project. There are other large 


projects proposed for New 
England, but they are far from 
winning al] the approvals 
needed. 


Ocean State I & Il, a 233- 
megawatt gas-fired power plant 
has been proposed for 
Burrillville, R.I. Gas would be 
supplied from Western Canada 
by way of Niagara, N.Y. Power 
from this project, slated for 
completion in 1989, would be 
sold to Boston Edison, Eastern 
Utilities, New England Power 
and Newport Electric. A 240- 
megawatt project, to be fueled 
by natural gas and located in 
the Medway-Bellingham area, 
has been proposed with a start 
date of 1987. Boston Edison has 
signed a 25-year contract to 
purchase 125 mega-watts of 
power. 


BITE-SIZE PIECES 

Argument No. 3 is not so 
much an argument than an 
approach in tune with the 
traditional New England way of 
dealing with problems. That 
approach is to return the 
problem to the people in a size 
that they can deal with and let 
them soive it in pieces they can 
understand and comprehend 
Argument No. 3 suggests that 
consolidation and centralization 
of electrical generation 
facilities have reached their 
zenith and that further demands 
must be met on an incremental 
basis and not with one or two 
ever-larger centralized power 
plants. 

This approach is not a 
trumpet call for a “return to the 
good old days" when the in 
dependence of New Englanders 
was well-known and well-tested 
Rather this is a suggestion that 
“Bigger is not better,” that 
periodically the inclination to 
consolidate and tie it all 
together must be discarded. At 
this critical time, independent 
and small modules of electrical 
power generation must be given 
favorable treatment.

England Governors’ Con 
ference Assessment of New 


England's Electricity Situation
